and pgs the fins of the Kingdom; eſpecially, the contempt and diſobedience of the Holy Goſpel, the great 
prevalency of Atheiſm , Error, Schiſm, Profanencſs and Irreligionz together, with the unthankful abuſe of 
Peace, with which God hathſo long time Bleſſed Our Government 5 that by ſerious Mourning for, and fincere 
turning from them, the Lord may- Graciouſly Pardon them , and open the Clouds , for preſerving the Fruits
